At the recent meeting of|American Bar Absc • 
ciation, in Milwaukee, Henry D. I'.slahrook.

It it>- 
pr^posed that a clique of voters nny set in 
motion the vast and expensive machinery of 
an election for this purpose whenever and !is 
oflenas they see li'. It ispropnsed that iheissuej 
shall be determined, not by a mMjority vote of 
all eligil>!e doctors who are perhaps iadill'er- 
ent to the proceeding, but by a majority of 
those actually voting on tho particular issue 
and who are passionately alive to it. Here is 
an exemplification of trial by jury that tran- 
scends all idea of law or justice; where the 
judge hin\self is prisoner at the bar, accused of 
no crime nor of anything in particnlar without 
benetit of eounsel or powtu' to s'Ui.mon wit- 
nesses — not even to be confronted by his I 
accusers. It is a distardly, cowardly, ciuel 
contrivance that would make tho iniquity of 
the inquisition almost respectable by comp.iri-
